Decker went 
out lo fish on Wednesday and after lie 
readied the fishing ground lie found 
the sea running so high that lie was 
obliged lo quit. He was Jnst about to 
start for home when he espied a sm:ilt 
boat drifting to the south. 


He promptly started to investigate 


and when he approached 
he found 


there were two men aboard, bia top 
cold and weak lo make much outcry, 
lie. at once took the boat in tow and 
started for this elly 
and when 
he 


reached the Wood Island 
station of 


the Coast Guard he pulled in there and 
the two men were taken into Ihe sta- 
tion and given warm footl and taken 
care of. 


They said that they left Small Point, 


Hiilh. Me., on Monday morning to fish, 
and nttur securing n (,'ood cutch they 
started for home when their batteries 
gave out. They were unublo to start 
the engine and when 
night camo on 


they were drifting In K lieuvy sea and 
with a good breeze blowing. They did 
not sight anything that night ami al) 
day Tuesday as their boat was driven 
to the westwards they sought in vain 
for a passing ship but did i ot .see a 
sail. 


They had only a small qu.intlty of 


food and this was exhausted on Mon- 
day night and from that tlmo> they did 
not hiive anything to eat, but did have 
some water. They had plemy of llsh 
hut nothing to cook it with and they 
were living In hopes of being seen by 
the Hoono Island keeper or tho Isles of 
Shoals Coast Guard, when .they saw 
Mr. Becker's boat. 


After being cared for at the station' 


they later were brought to this city 
where they disposed of their flsh.hav- 
ng nbont a thousand pounds aboard.

Turn On the Light. 


There are some things that .are-more or less puzzling to the 


public in connection wilh wji^rriatfers and the regulation of 
the food a'nd fuel business. ^Readers of the newspapers are 
aware that an investigation is being made into the way in 
which army matters have been and are being handled, and 
that some of the evidence is not altogether complimentary to 
the authorities that have these matters in charge. 
It must, 


however, be borne in mind.that the task of raising and equip- 
ping an army such as is necessary to properly represent the 
United States in such a war as that in which it is engaged, and 
to do this work in a hurry, is an undertaking of tremendous 
proportions, and that no snap judgment is in order. 
Never- 


theless it is well that all the facts should be brought to light, to 
the end that if there are shortcomings they may be removed 
and the country placed in a position to do its full share of the 
mighty work that has been undertaken. 


And (here are other matters that are also commanding at- 


tention and leading to questioning on the part of the people. 
.Take, for instance, the fuel question, which is very trouble- 
some in many places in spite of all that has been promised in 
the way of re,lief. .There are many places in the country where 
the shortage is serious, many manufacturing plants and 
thousands of households being unable to procure sufficient 
supplies of coal. All are aware that last summer the Fuel 
Administratio'n advised the people not to be in a hurry about 
buying their coal, promising that the supply would be plenti- 
ful later on and prices reasonable. 
What has happened since 


is a matter of common knowledge, and the fuel siHation, 
while not as bad as it might be, is far from satisfactory. 


And at this juncture we are told that the trouble is due to 


lack of transportation facilities. But if this is so how is it that! 
"we are supplying more coal to Canada than ever before," as! 
Dr. Garfieid said in a public address in New York a few nights 
ago? Very recently it was announced that fuel and foodstuffs 
were to be given priority in transportation, and yet there are 
places in this country that are suffering while, according to the 
fuel.administrator, "we are supplying more coal (o Canada 
than ever before." 


> 
And in the investigation of the sugar shortage one of (he 


most prominent sugar men in the country testified that while 
the people of the states were being deprived of one of the 
prime necessities raw sugar was being shipped in quantities to 
Canada, whero it commanded a higher price than 'American 
refiners could afford to pay for it under the regulations. 


It is well that these things should be looked into and the
